A significant milestone was reached during the week of Friday 12 to Thursday 18 
November 2021, with no deaths on NSW roads. It is the 9th time there has been a 7 
day period without a fatal crash since the start of 1996. 

50 years of seatbelts 

November marks 50 years since NSW introduced legislation to make seatbelts 
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mandatory. 

The landmark law introduced in 1971 has played a key role in saving lives on NSW 
roads. 

The year before it became mandatory to wear a seatbelt, 1,309 people were killed 
on NSW roads, the highest number ever recorded. 

By 1993 the road toll had more than halved to 581, and last year it was 284, an 


overall reduction of 78 per cent since seatbelts were introduced. 

In 2020 one in six people killed on country roads are not wearing an available 
seatbelt, so every time you get in the car, even if you're only travelling a short 
distance or on a familiar road, make sure you're wearing a seatbelt.

Thank you to all who contributed to the consultation regarding the DPIE vaccination 
policy. Your input was appreciated. DPIE has now released its Vaccination in the 
Workplace Policy, which applies to all staff, contractors and volunteers. 








The policy states that: 


e All employees, contingent workers, and volunteers who work under the 
direction of DPIE and contractors who undertake work at DPIE workplaces 
are required to be fully vaccinated by 28 February 2022. 

e DPIE will appropriately and compassionately manage all who hold a medical 
contraindication exemption certificate and consider exemptions on a personal 
basis where exceptional circumstances exist. 


e [he finalised policy, frequently asked questions and a copy of the consultation 


report are available in the VIP Document library. 


Next steps 


All existing and new volunteers will need to make a declaration of vaccination status 
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on VIP by 28 February 2022. 
On your computer, this is found under the My Profile menu on the right, then 
Additional Info. 


On the My Impact app on your smartphone or tablet, look under the pull-down menu 
on the left (three lines) for My Profile, then Additional Info. 


You will then need to show your vaccination status to your volunteer Supervisor at 
the next opportunity you come onto a worksite if you haven't already. Your volunteer 
Supervisor will tick off they have confirmed your status on VIP. Your medical records 
will not be stored on VIP.

recreation opportunities 

e recognising and protecting the important Aboriginal cultural values of the parks 

e maintaining and protecting the parks’ ecological integrity, biodiversity and 
regional connectivity.
